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SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

The  Selectmen  with  the  advice  of  the  Highway  Ad- 
visory Committee  purchased  a  new  Ford  Dump  Truck  during 
fiscal  1971.  It  was  felt  by  all  concerned  that  the  best  course 
of  action  was  to  trade  in  the  four  wheel  drive  pickup  due  to 
the  excessive  amount  of  repairs  needed  to  keep  it  in  opera- 
tion. 

The  Caterpillar  Motor  Grader  was  exchanged  for 
Huber  Maintainer  in  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  Town 
Meeting:  and  lias  performed  very  satisfactorily. 

The  Hawkins  Brook  project  was  the  subject  of  much 
indecision  by  the  State  Highway  Department  this  year.  In 
the  spring  of  1971  the  Selectmen  were  assured  that  the  State 
would  complete  the  project  with  T.R.A.  funds.  Later  we 
were  told  that  this  could  not  be  done  because  the  money 
could  not  be  expended  on  a  project  where  these  monies  had 
been  formerly  used.  However  the  Legislature  has  now 
changed  this  provision  in  the  law  and  the  project  is  now 
slated  for  completion  in  the  spring. 

Improvement  to  thp  Town  Buildings  consist  of  a  heating 
system  and  concrete  floor  in  the  garage,  painting  the  exterior 
of  the  Grange  Hall,  and  an  outhouse  for  the  Town  Hall  on 
Bridgewater  Hill. 

Since  1967  the  Selectmen  have  revalued  those  areas  of 
the  town  which  showed  substantial  increase  in  value.  This 
policy  is  not  only  in  compliance  with  the  law  but  keeps  the 
property  valuation  on  an  equitable  basis  and  reduces  the 
possibility  of  another  expensive  revaluation.  The  following 
tabulation  shows  the  increases  in  the  total  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  since  revaluation.

The  net  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  property  taxes 
in  1972  is  $143,480.11  as  proposed  in  the  budget.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  $1,173.00  from  1971,  In  1971  the  projected 
amount  to  be  raised  from  taxes  was  $137,682.84,  but,  due  to 
an  unexpected  increase  in  the  County  tax  of  over  $9,700  the 
warrant  for  1971  as  set  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  was 
$144,653.37  giving  a  tax  rate  of  $1.62  per  hundred,  a  de- 
crease of  .08  per  hundred  due  to  the  increase  in  valuation. 

With  not  over  a  5%  to  6%  increase  in  the  school  and  a 
slight  increas?  in  the  County  budget  over  last  year,  the  tax 
rate  for  the  vear  1972  should  remain  the  same  as  1971.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  exami- 
nation and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bridgewater 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1971,  which  was 
made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Town.

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector.  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent  and  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds. 

Financial  Statements 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  as  of  December  31,  1970 
and  December  31,  1971,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As 
indicated  therein,  the  Current  Deficit  of  the  Town  increased

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary,  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $6,677.51  less  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $4  494.99  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$2,182.52.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  of  the  outstanding  long 
term  indebtedness  of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1970  and 
December  31,  1971  are  contained  in  Exhibit  A-5.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  long  term  debt  increased  by  $250.00  during  1971, 
from  $30,500.00  to  $30,750.00.  Authorized  long  term  notes 
totaling  $7,000.00  were  issued,  and  matured  notes  in  the 
amount  of  $6,750.00  were  paid  during  the  fiscal  year.

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REPORT   OF  THE  FOREST   FIRE  WARDED 

AND  DISTRICT   CHIEF 

Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds 
of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry 
seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall  is 
'he  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas  of 
northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of 
cellarholes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation 
home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day 
of  October  23,  1947  -  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven 
flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
"Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again. 
The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand. 
Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all 
times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  con- 
ditions prevail.    Please  let  these  reminders  be  your  guide : 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard 
a  firebrand  -  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or 
garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important  -  Instruct  your  children  in  the  dan- 
ger of  the  lighted  match.    A  lighted  match  and  dry 

grass   or    forest   litter   is   a   dangerous   combination 
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which   leads   to    destructive   loss    and    can    lead    to 
tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  con- 
trol of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns. 
We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed 
Smokey's  message.

The  full  time  visiting  nurse  service  of  NANA  has  con- 
tinued to  grow.  We  were  recertified  with  Medicare  in 
October  for  another  year.  The  organization  is  supported 
by  contributions  from  the  four  town  area  which  it  covers: 
Bristol,  Bridgewater,  New  Hampton  and  Alexandria.  The 
offices  are  located  in  the  Medical  Building  next  to  the  First 
National.  Twenty-four  hour  coverage  is  available  in  the 
event  of  emergencies.  The  phone  is  also  covered  by  an 
answering  service  located  in  the  Community  Service  office 
from  9 :00  AM  -  3  PM.  The  NANA  black  jade  Maverick  is 
easily  identified  by  the  NANA  seal  and  NANA  1  license 
plate.  The  staff  now  consists  of  2  Registered  Nurses  and 
two  LPNs,  and  an  office  secretary.
